Trip in Wright Biplane— 
Will Start Saturday. 


PRIZE OF $10,000 OFFERED 


Atwood Confident of Completing the 
Trip in About Ten Days-—-Hopes 
to Use Only One Machine. 


Harry N. Atwood, the Boston aviator, 
who won THe New Yore Trmuxgs Trophy 
for an aeroplane flight from Boston to 
Washington, gaye out the details last 
night of his proposed flight from Mll- 
waukee to New York, which, weather 
conditions being favorable, will start 
next afternoon in the Wiscon- 
sin city. The flight will be made for a 
prise of $10,000 offered by Victor J. 
Evans, a well-known patent attorney of 
Washington, D. C. A representative of 
Mr. Evans informed Leo Stevens, At- 
wood’s manager, last night that the 
money had been deposited in Washing- 
ton, and that Mr. Evans hoped when it 
was drawn out of the bank it would be 
for presentation te Atwood for the great- 
est cross-country flight in the history of 
aviation. vd 

The distance covered by André. Beau- 
mont (Lieut, Connesu, French eng 
when he won The Daily Mail prise of 
$50,000 in the great British cross-country 
aeroplare race, was 1,010 miles. The dis- 
tance over the route from Milwaukee to 
New York that Atwood has mapped out 
will be 1,062 miles. 

Atwood, who is at the Hotel Manhat- 
tan, said last night that he would leave 
Miiwaukee, if the weather permits, next 
Saturday m time to reach Chicago before 
nightfall. The following day he will 
give an exhibition flight, to which no 
admission wiJl be charged, and will then 
head for New York, making only such 
daylight stops as are necessary for fuel 
and inspection of his machine. He hopes 
that he will be able to land somewhere 
along the beach between Brighton and 
Coney Island within ten days after leav- 
ing Milwaukee.

PASSENGERS ARE NOT HURT 


Engineer and Fireman Jump and Are 
Injured—Train Delayed Two 
Hours.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.-The Pennsylvania 
Railroad's eighteen-hour filer, one df the 
two fastest trains running between this 
city and New York, was wreaked this 
afternoon a short distance east of Indi- 
ana Harbor, at a point approximately 
thirty-five miles from Chicago, The 
train, which left the Union Railway Sta- 
tion at 2:45 P. M., carried about sixty 
passengers, most of them Chicagoans, 
including many women. The passengers 
escaped with a sévere shaking up, but 
both the engineer and the fireman, who 
stuck to the locomotive until a moment 
before it toppled over a high embank- 
ment, were severely injured, the fireman 
especially so, 

The fireman was W. .L. Hoy of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. Hig left leg and three ribs 
were fractured. The engineer was C. F. 
Summers of Chicago, who suffered se- 
vere bruises about the legs and body. 

The train left this city on schedule 
time, and the run to Inélana Harbor was 
made without undue incident. From. Chi- 
cago to Indiana Harbor the Pentisylva- 
nia tracks are laid on a high embank- 
ment. 

Tho accident happened shortly ‘before 
8:30 o'clock, when the train had gathered 
full momentum in going down the tncline 
from the elevated track in Indiana Har- 
bor, and was running at a speed of sixty 
miles an hour, Without warning the ten- 
der left the rails and rolled along the ties. 
Summers applied every emergency brake, 
and the strain broke the coupling between 
the tender and the baggage car, the en- 
gine leaping ahead, aleo leaving the rails. 
The huge machine ran along the right 
side of the track, careening from side to 
side, and threatening momentarily to 
turn turtle.

DES MOINES, Aug. 6.—Promptly at 6 
o'clock this afternoon street car traffic 
was resumed in Des Moines, and the for- 
ty-hour strike, which began at 1>o'clock 
yesterday morning, when the employes 
walked out, was terminated. The court 
put an end to the struggle by injunction. 

A mandate issued by Judge Lawrence 
De Graff of the District Court last 
night ordering the reinstatement of Con- 
ductor Hyatt, whose discharge caused 
the strike, was obeyed promptly by the 
Des Moines City Railway Company and 
the Carmen's Union, and while there is 
a prospect of a fight later in the courts 
the order has restored nearly 500. con- 
ductors and motormen to their original 


positions. 

Fred Fay of Ypsilanti, “Mich., Interna- 
tional ‘Board -member of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street and. Electric 
Railway Employes of America, who con-

Auto, Owned and Driven by George A.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Aus. 6,—One 
girl was killed and nine other persons 
hurt, some of them seriously, when an 
automobile. containing six children and 
two-men crashed into an electric..car on 
the Fair Haven- Bridge to-night. 

The dead girl is Alice Wright, aged 15 
years. The seriously injured are George 
A. Schott, badly: bruised and cut, and 
Ellen O’Malley, aged 12, internal injuries 
feared. Matthew Cantwell, Annie Man- 
ley, Sylvester Manley, Mollie .O’Malley, 
and Alice O’Malley, who were also in the 
automobile, suffered severely from con- 
fusions and shock, while Motorman De- 
lano and Conducter A. B. Curry of the 
trolley car were thrown heavily and 
bruised. 

The automobile, a large touring car, 
was going west over the bridge behind 
a Fair Haven car. It is said that the 
automobile. shot out from behind this 
Fair Haven car directly into the path. of 
another trolley car coming from the oppo- 
site direction. Motorman Delano did not 
see the machine in time to shut off the 
power, and the force of the blow drove 
in the dasher and pinned him to the front 
seat, causing bad brulses. 

So heavy was the blow given by the 
automobile that the electric car, on which 
there were thirty passengers, was lifted 
from the track and hurled over against 
the iron. railing of the bridge.. The. four- 
inch rail was bent out for nearly eighteen 
inches, but the curbing on the roadway 
held the wheels and prevented the car 
al toppling over into the Acushnet

The automobile, which was owned and 
driven by Mr. Schott, was completely 
wrecked and all] its occupants were 
thrown out. Alice Wright landed on her 
head and sustained a fracture of the 
skull. She was unconscious when picked 
up, and was hurried to the emergency

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 6.—Reagjustment 
of political plans and preparation for the 
Canadian Parliamentary election cams 
patgh involving,’ primarily, reciproaity 
with the United States, have character- 
ized the past week since the Laurier 
Government dissolved Parliament. Tons 
of printed matter have been put into the 
mails, the franking privilege having been 
extendéd for one week, but little election 
machinery is in: running order, This is 
because thé contest has been precipitated 
a year before its norma] time, which 
would have been after four sessions of 
the eleventh Parliament, instead of after 
three, a general election being required 
every five years. Neither party has 
enough convention-named candidates in 
the field to begin extensive campaigning 
at once. Nominating conventions are 
scheduled; and the naming of candidates 
will be completed in a month, Both party 
leaders will be well started on their 
speechmaking tours by that time. 

It is the evident purpose of the op- 
ponents of reciprocity to divert attention 
from that issue as much as possible, But 
the Government and its supporters will 
keep reciprocity in the foreground, 
Promirent members of the Government 
express increased confidence that the new 
Parliament to be opened in October by 
the new Governor-General, the Duke of 
Connaught, willbe so constituted by the 
re-election results as to be able to make 
its iritial act the ratification of the 
reciprocity. agreement. .The Opposition 
forces, on the contrary, hope for suffi- 
cient conservative and French Nationalist 
gains in the new Parliament to leave 
reciprocity where it stands—ratified at 
Washington, but not at Ottawa. 

Actually ty» kill reciprocity the Opposi- 
tion will\have to come back with twenty- 
five more members than they have now, 
or a majority of five In the House. But 
as one of these would have to be elected 
Speake, the working majority would bé 
but four.

There are other features of this char- 
ter which will be brought to public at- 
tention. Their effect on the merit sys- 
tem is beyond question mischievous and 
in some directions destructive. It is 
in the power of the Mayor to approve 
or, by opposing, end them. If he asks 
how far they comply with the standard’ 
of the Fire Chief examination, how far 
they would help or hinder the applica- 
tion of that splendid standard to the 
general service-of the city, there can, 
logically, be no doubt aé to his action. 


A RECIPROCITY ARGUMENT. 
The Canadian reciprocity. campaign 
in Canada opens with an incident 
worth many votes to the supporters of 
reciprocity, and all the more so because 
it was not so intended. The Canners’ 
Association of Ontario has sent to the 
trade a circular advising its members 
that as “the reciprocity agreement 
between Canada and the United States~ 
will very probably be approved by 
the electorate on Sept. 21 next at 
the general elections, it is of the 
greatest importance that wholesale 
merchants should now secure full sup- 
plies of canned beans and peas, _be- 
cause at the-session which will follow 
the elections Sir WILFRID LAURIER, re- 
turned to power, will not fail to have 
the agreement ratified by Parliament, 
and this will mean an increase in the 

price of beans and peas of 50 cents a 

bushel."’ 

That is plain enough, and its signifi- 
cance is increased by the fact that two 
of the signers are candidates for Par- 
lament on a platform of opposition to 
reciprocity. It would be interesting to 
know whether they legislate as they 
trade, or whether they have one stand- 
ard of-action for their constituents and 
another for themselves. 

The bearing on this side the border is 
equally interesting. Canadians are go- 
ing to get more for their produce, but 
we are not going to pay more. On the 
contrary, we are expecting to pay less. 
It is our buying which is going to make 
prosperity for the Dominion agricultur- 
ists, but their profits are not the meas- 
ure of our losses. We are paying the 
high prices now, but paying them to 
some other seller. If the price does not 
alter at all, both sides will be benefited 
—the Canadian sellers by the access to 
@ market from which they now are ex- 
cluded, and ourselves by saving the tar- 
iff costs at least, and perhaps freight 
costs also. Tariff and freight sched- 
ules are among the very worst season- 
ing for foodstuffs. 


MACHINES FOR THE CROPS. 
The “back to the land” cry labors 
under the disadvantage that the world 
never had so much to eat as when the 
complaint of deficiency of labor is 
Toudest. The United States alone is 
almost in sight of harvests valued at 
ten billions of dollars, a fact. which 
will prove once more that this is in 
truth a country where values as well 
as costs are reckoned in billions. The 
explanation of the demand for more la- 
bor at a time when existing labor sup- 
ply is unprecedentedly productive is 
simple. There is no demand for an 
ificrease of <all-the-year agricultural 
labor. The demand is for a supply 
merély of harvest hands, to work for a 
few weeks and then return to other 
occupations. The intensity of the de- 
mand is due to the fact that machinery 
enables farmers to plant and cultivate 
almost incredible quantities of prod- 
uce, but housing and marketifig are 
operations not yet reduced to-perform- 
ance by machinery. 
“Take, for example, our current three- 
billion bushel corn crop. It must be

It was’ the invention of the 
reaper and the locomotive which made 
possible the cultivation of the prairies 
and altered world history as well as 
National history. 

! and now it has ¢ome to pass that 
those who enabled the farmers to make 
fortunes almost incredible in the ag- 
gregate are charged with oppressing 
them. There is no denying: the exist- 
ence of the machines nor their benefi- 
cence. But it is said that the makers 
of the machines ought to: sell. them 
cheaper, and have -reaped more than 
the farmers who use their machines, 
although the aggregate of created 
wealth is dimost incalculably on the 
side of the farmers. Just 80 we are 
told that although American railway 
rates are the world's lowest they ought 
to be lower yet. Just so we are told 
that although sugar, and oil, and steel 
have been cheapened or prevented from 
rising by the effects of the trusts 
which produce them, their profits are 
extortionate, and their profits ought 
to be reduced by law. The comparison 
which makes these trusts extortioners 
is not with any price ever realized, 
for in all cases they are pioneers and 
makers of ways which did not exist, 
but with some imaginary standard of 


standard from which the element of 
profit is eliminated. 

It surely is to be lamented that this 
is a world of human imperfections and 
that some fault is always to be discov- 
ered by those looking for nothing else. 
But after all our conditions just as 
they exist are the best in the world's 
history, and if experience teaches any- 
thing it is that human institutions per- 
fect themselves best and most rapidly 
when the path of development is free 
and open. The most useful laws are 
not those which have altered social 
conditions, but those which registered 
alterations already effected, It is the 
common or unenacted law which is the 
perfection of human reason through its 
nice balance of considerations more 
complicated than can be reduced to 
statutory form, and with nicer adapta- 
tion to altering conditions. Nobody 
ever conceived that statutes were the 
perfection of human reason. It only 
remains to add that the enactment of 
economic statutes is more delicate and 
difficult than the statutory regulation 
of conduct.

ACCIDENT COMPENSATION. 

The decision of the New York Court 
of Appeals that.the Wainwright law 
on accident compensation was contrary 
to the Constitution was regarded by 
the friends of-the purpose of the law 
as a severe blow to their cause. Cer- 
tain law members of the committee of 
the National Civic Federation have 
suggested a way out as to the purpose 
of -the law, and havé also submitted 
arguments for a general Federal law 
of wider scope and of great importance. 
They are Francis Lynpp Srerson, P. 
TECUMSEH SHERMAN, and--Wriitzam J; 
Moran, gentlemen whose ability and 
good faith will cordially be recognized. 
Their views have been submitted to the 
Congressional Commission now study- 
ing the subject, and are published by 
the Civic Federation. ~ 

The Court of Appeals condemned the 
Wainwright law on the ground that it 
took away or injured property rights of 
employers “without due process of 
law.” The committee examines care- 
fully and at length what, in the light 
of all the decisions, is due process: of 
law. It comes to the conclusion— 
adopting the language of the United 
States Supreme Court—that the appli- 
cation of “ principles of private right 
and distributive justice’ in measures 
“held by the prevailing morality to be 
greatly and immediately necessary to 
rthe public welfare,” would be due pro- 
cess of law. The court did not reject 
this conception of due process of law 
and did not condemn the Wainwright 
law as inconsistent with it, but con- 
demned the law because it provided 
“compensation as a pure measure of 
social relief for injured. workmen, ‘sup- 
plemental to the liabilities existing 
under our system of tort.” And since 
the court did not condemn a law of 
compensation which should be “a com- 
plete system of justice to the 
existing law of tort,” it is reasonable 
to infer that such a law of compensa- 
tion, would stand. The argument ‘of 
the committee is full and careful, and 
we have given but a summary idea of 
it. In our judgment, it is sound. 

A bill embodying the principles urged | 
by the committee is before Congress 
through the introduction of H. R. 8654 
by Mr. Luwt. It provides for the

“presumption of fact that unless an 
excepted cause be proved every acci- 
dent is due to a cause that entitles to 
compensation.” This involves a rear- 
rangement of the burden of proof, and 
places it upon the party asserting mis- 
conduct; either the master or the work- 
man. : 

The matter has long since passed be- 
yond the tange of the reasoning that 
was based on the conditions existing 
between individual masters and. work- 
men. So large a part of our industries 
is now highly organized and of wide 
extent that that reasoning no more 
applies than the old “rule of the 
road" applies to aeroplanes, To work 
out a rule that will apply is ifficult, 
naturally, but also it is very needful. 
The committee of the Civic Federation 
has made a substantial and valuable 
contribution to the task.

Emulous of BaRTHOLD!’s great work 
in New York Harbor, the Directors. of 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition, to be 
held in San Francisco, are considering 
whether they will ask the world’s sculp- 
tors to compete for the enthronement on 
the noble headland of Lincoln Park of 


The bronze colossus of a winged woman, 
Upon a graded granite base foursquare. 


It is to symbolize, not a “ city of dread- 
ful night,” but California’s greeting to 
the Pacific and to the world. 

The idea is a good one. But few 
sculptors can plan colossal monuments 
80 successfully as BARTHOLDI planned 
the Statue of Liberty. The small 
model cannot indicate the proportions 
of the enlarged figure, which has “ got 
to carry distance.” Liberty was twelve 
years a-bullding. Will there be time 
for the execution of the Pacific design? 
The brofze torchbearer cost $250,000, 
and its emplacement and construction 
$350,000 more. California is talking 
about a statue “as significant to art as 
the Colossus of Rhodes.” Can she af- 
ford such a work, and make it earth- 
quake proof?

New York Medical 
and Yet Journal there is to be 
Who's Afraid? observed, nowadays, 

wherever people with 
much or little leisure to spend in the open 
air are numerous, a marked tendency 
away from amusements and enjoyments 
that require much physical exertion and 
toward those that involve the least possi- 
ble amount of it. 

Automobiling illustrates perfectly the 
kind of pleasure now most sought, and 
hardly. less characteristic is motor boat- }, 
ing, which has done away with so much 
of rowing and sailing, and démands so 
much less of strength and skill than 
either of the older sports. At the beach 
resorts, no small fraction of the swimmers 
spare their muscles by the use of artifi- 
cial devices that support them in the 
water, while for one person who actively i 
participates in athletic games like base- 
ball, football, or tennis, there are 
hundreds or even thousands who are con- 
tent to be spectators instead of players. 
Walking for exercise is wholly out of 
fashion, and for even short distances al- 
most- everybody takes a street car if 
there be one going his way. Golf is an 
exception to the rule, but those who play 
it are few, and even they usually ride 
to and from the course. 

The Journal credits modern amusements 
with the one virtue of taking their 
votaries out of doors. Ad for their other 
characteristics and consequences— 

they whip up the circulation by the effects 

of excitement on the heart, and thereby in- 

crease appetite, but not the ability to as- 
similate and excrete, and ‘their likely result 
is the final acquisition of one of the so- 
called constitutional diseases, gout, dia- 
betes, arthritis, or arteriosclerosis, due to 
the retention of waste matter. The probable 
result will be-a@ large increase in the tem- 
porary populations of the various spas and 
sanatoria, where equilibrium will be partly 
restored by &.spare and severe diet and the 
exclusive rites of such institutions in the 

‘way of costly and amusing baths of various 

kinds and the inundation of the tissues with 

the different modalities of electricity and 
with lighte"from the most effulgent to the 
invisible. 

That is a severe arraignment of our 
amusements, and the conclusions are 
as- obviously plausible as the premises 
are correct. Yet somehow or other, 
humanity seems to be improving, physi- 
cally as well as morally and intellectually, 
and there\be those who think that there 
is a good deal of both illusion and de- 
lusion in any “‘ exercise’ other than that 
which comes incidentally in doing what 
necessity compels or inclination impels 
one to do,

The High Price of Lemons. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Never before have lemons been as expensive; 
and no doubt the advance in prices this Sum- 
mer may be ascribed to the increase in the 
tariff. Prior to the enactment of the Payne- 
Aldrich law the duty was one cent per pound— 
high enough—but row it is. one and a half 
cents. This advance, I understand, was made 
at the urgent request of the Callfornia grow- 
ers, who pleaded for more protection—protection 
whicn they don’t need. The consumer must 
pay for it, as usual. 

The lemon ts not only an aiticle of food used 
by everybody, but it is one which is in large 
demand in our hospitals, sanitarlums, and in- 
sane asylums. In these institutions cheap lem- 
ons are of the utmost necessity. 

As showing the large quantity of lemons cou- 
sumed in this country, it is interesting to note 
that last year 150,410,536 pounds, valued at 
$3,072,735, were imported from Italy, and the 
total duty paid aggregated $2,256,158. 

The public would,be amazed if it knew that 
the duty exacted on lemons -is equivalent to 
73% per cent. ad valorem, while diamonds— 
articles ot luxury—are permitted to enter our 
ports by paying only 10 per cent. 

Why doesn’t THs NEW YORK Trimzs end 
why do not the other newspapers urge Congress 
to put lemons on the free lst, er else reduce 
the duty considerably ?

World’s Longest Aqueduct.

‘The longest aqueduct on earth is now under 
construction for Los. Angeles. It will bring 
about 260;000,000 gallons of water per day from 
th® Sierras, 240 miles across deserts, through 
tunnels, (one of them five miles long,) dipping 
into by siphons. Reservoirs of huge 
capacity will be built for storage, and an elec- 
tric plant with a peak load of 125,000 horse- 
power will be an incident of the undertaking. 
This electric plant will produce more than 
enough revenue to pay the interest on the en- 
tire cost of the work, The greater portion of the 
work Js completed; the water will be on tap 
in this city within elghteen months. 

Singulariy emough, this thing. has been car- 
ried along without a dollar of graft, and the 
city has been doing the work because it found 
it could do it more cheaply than contractors 
offered to do it for. It is costing much less 
than the engifieers’ estimates; which is re- 
markable.

In placing an excessive estimate on 
the extent of the improvement which 
took place in the condition of the cot~ 
ton crop during the month of, July the 
cotton trade paved the way for some 
disappointment over the Government 
report, issued last Tuésday, giving the 
condition of the crop‘on July 25. That 
report, however, bore out all reason- 
able expectations, showing as it did an 
improvement, compared with the July 
report, and indicating a_ condition 
which has only once been exceeded “at 
this date in the last twelve years. Tak- 
ing into consideration this year’s in- 
creased acreage, the July 25. condition 
of 89.1 promises a crop of not Jess than 
14,000,000 bales, and, with a continu- 
ance of favorable conditions from now 
until the close of the cotton. harvest, 
the yield might much exceed that fig- 
ure. .The Government report, there- 
fore, fully confirms the expectations of 
a record crop of cotton this year, and it 
‘will take unusually unfavorable condi- 
tions between’ now and November to 
prevent the realization of this expecta- 
tion. Cotton rose after the publication 
of the Government report, but this was 
in part due to the market's having been 
depressed by. the uncomfortable posi- 
tion of one of more operators, and ‘n 
part to the fact that the. market had 
been ‘discounting an’even higher condi- 
tion figure than that reported by. the 
Government. The crop report to he 
issued on Wedhesday will supply a test 
of the reports which have been: coming 
to hand of damage to corn and wheat, 
‘particularly the latter. Some of :.the 
estimates of the probable yield of 
wheat in the three principal Spring 
wheat States were so low as to carry 
the impression that they were prompted 
purely by speculative . considerations. 
The acreage is considerably larger this 
year ‘than in 1904, when the Spring 
wheat crop was much impaired by rust, 
and it would be surprising if this year’s 
damage from the same cause shquld re- 
duce the total crop of Minnesota and 
the Dakotas below. the. 154,000,000 
bushels which were raised in that year. 
Indeed; the report of railroads serving 
those States suggest no such impair- 
ment of the crop as to feduce-the yield 
in those States to the, 1904 figures. 
Moreover, conditions in most other 
wheat States have continued reasdén- 
ably favorable, and the total yield‘ of 
this cereal may yet prove much more 
satisfactory than many recent esti-; 
mates would allow. 


It will not be much longer now before 
definite knowledge of :the outcome of 
the wheat crop will be available, for 
harvesting is already well under way in 
the Spring wheat States, and will prab- 
ably bé concluded a week or two ahead 
of the usual time. New wheat has been 
coming into the market freely, and ‘cot- 
ton, too, has begun its movement at an 
unusually early date.

Satisfactory — Merchandise Stocks 
Low—Reaction from Speculation.

Promise of Cereal Crops. 


“Our reports show a total wheat pré- 
duction of 642,000,000 bushels, comparing 
with the Government's final yield of 695,- 
000,000 last year, which is equal to a 
tén years’ average production, and 50,- 
000,000 more than the country requires 
for bread and seed. The aggregate yield 
of dats is 824,000,000 bushels, nearly 300,- 
000,000 leas than the Government's final 
estimate last year, and only 25,000,000 less 
than a ten years’ average production. 
Corn is in the making, and while esti- 
mates at this period are subject to great 
changes in the actual, our correspondents 
show an aggregate promise of a crop of 
2,828,000,000 bushels, which is just 10 per 
cent. under last year, and 100,000,000 
bushels over a ten-year average. The 
hay crop is estimated by our correspond-
